Trade School 


Finding new and better ways to store our children. 


By Joe Eskenazi 


The Bay Area is home to the 


nation’s most aeronautically capable of 


helicopter parents. It is also home to any 


number of capable schools, able to offer 
our children a solid, structured educa- 
tion. 

And one such institution a short 
jaunt down the Peninsula will soon be 
located within a rather odd — though 
solid — structure. 

The 22-year-old San Car- 
los Charter Learning Center 
claims to be the state’s oldest 
charter school. It may soon be 
the first housed within recy- 
cled shipping containers. 

“Parents are worried it'll 
smell like salmon and there'll 
be no windows and we'll have 
to let the kids in through big 
metal doors,” says school di- 
rector Stacy Emory. Those con- 
cerns, she says, are misplaced. 
“This appeals to our community 
aesthetic. They’re extremely 
energy-efficient. And very mod- 
ern-looking.” 

That’s definitely so; the high- 
end homes and public build- 
ings designed by Long 
Beach-based Growth 
Point Structures are 
light, airy, and resem- 
ble the world’s most 
elegant trailer-park 
structures. Shipping 
containers, to the 
surprise of nobody, are 
easy to ship. They’re also 
far faster and cheaper to 
erect than conventional 
buildings; at around $150 
a square foot, Emory says

a container school would be half the 
price of a brick-and-mortar one. 
Converting hulking metal boxes 
into a school is not a fly-by-night 
endeavor. It’s scrutinized by

A container school 
will be composed of 85 per- 
cent recycled material and meet 
the state’s seismic standards for 
schools. 

Growth Point has already landed 
two contracts with the Los Angeles 
Unified School District and, Sharpe 
says, had preliminary discussions with 
San Francisco schools. 

Patrick Otellini, San Francisco’s 
director of earthquake safety, says the 
San Carlos project is “really cool,” and 
notes that city parents wary of putting 
their kids in a cargo container could do 
worse. And may already be. 

After years of negotiations, a 2014 
city ordinance requires private schools 
to submit an evaluation of their quake 
readiness within three years (but not 
necessarily fix it). 

The big one, of course, may not wait 
that long. And, then, being inside the 
box will have its upside. 


Of Mice and 
Estrogen 


Rodents, neurons, and 
fisticuffs: the wonders of 
science. 


Discussions of the role of 
testosterone and estrogen in trig- 
gering “typical” male and female 
behavior peppered the routines of 
untold numbers of 1980s comedi- 
ans. It may be beyond the realm of 
medical science to reanimate the 
career of Sinbad (“Women be dif- 
ferent than men!”). But research- 
ers at UC San Francisco have 
looked into the surprising role es- 
trogen plays in aggression. 

And, they’ve found, that wom- 
en not be so different than men. 

In both male and female mice 
in which neurons that produce 
estrogen were disabled, many 
tenets of normal rodent life con- 
tinued. The creatures demarked 
their territory with copious 
streams of urine, as is normal, 
and bred prodigiously — as is 
also normal. 

But they brawled less. Both 
male and female mice in the 
experiment took far longer to 
launch into violent attacks than 
normal mice. 

Once the fighting started, 
however, the gloves were off. 
Even after being tampered with, 
the mice in question — a male 
whose urine-forged boundaries 
were transgressed or a nursing 
female — fought with all the le- 
thal vigor one could expect from 
a peeved rodent. 

UCSF researchers have, it 
would seem, pinpointed the 
connection between these neu- 
rons and a specific behavioral 
component. As for the notion 
of estrogen-riddled individuals 
launching into a vituperative 
attack after a lengthy waiting 
period — that’s best left to the 
comedians of yore. JE

the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment’s beguiling crime numbers. 
Yearly statistics printed within the 
department’s annual reports are 
inconsistent; the robberies or larce- 
nies committed in 2012 and tallied 
in the 2014 report vary significantly 
from the 2012 totals printed in the 
2013 report. And both numbers 
vary significantly from the crime 
statistics printed in the yearly FBI 
Uniform Crime Reports. 


year violent crime; per the report, it 
went up 31 percent between 2011 
and 2013. The source of these sta- 
tistics was the California Attorney 
General’s Criminal Justice Statistics 
Center. Perusing these numbers, 
they don’t match either the FBI to- 
tals or the SFPD’s internal totals. 

Three separate tallies of San 
Francisco crime statistics. And none 
of them match. 

Asked to explain the variance, 


police spokesman Officer Albie Es- 
parza noted that the Feds and the 
SFPD tabulate crimes differently. 

An incident in which someone com- 
mits a series of crimes (jaywalking, 
robbery, and murder, for example) 
will be categorized by the FBI as 
only the most severe of those crimes 
(murder). The cops here would tally 
each one. 

Fair enough. But this doesn’t 
explain why both the FBI and Attor- 
ney General numbers are, without 
exception, higher than the SFPD 
numbers. Esparza also postulated 
that the state and federal numbers 
may include crimes reported by 


other police forces working in this 
city such as the federal Park Police, 
BART cops, and college police de- 
partments. 

A litany of calls made to check on 
this were not returned. But, if true, 
it does make sense. 

Left unexplained, however, is 
how crime tallies for past years 
suddenly grew malleable within the 
SFPD annual report — and were 
always altered in such a way to make 
the present situation look, if not 
better, then not as bad. 

In the end, it’s hard to be sure of 
much. But there’s still crime in the 
city. Count on it. JE

Daly City andthe American Dream

San Francisco’s next hottest 
neighborhood is not even in San Fran- 
cisco. Ina 2015 survey of the nation’s 
most-desired neighborhoods, Redfin’s 
chief economist Nela Richardson pre- 
dicted that San Francisco homebuyers 
will be veering away from pricey urban 
homes this year in search of a more af- 
fordable semi-suburban future. 

But not that far away. 

In San Francisco, this means head- 
ing a few miles south, just across the 
Daly City border to the middle-class 
neighborhood of Crocker — not to be 
confused with Crocker-Amazon, which 
is a part of San Francisco proper, not 
to mention more conveniently located 
near a BART station. 

Redfin accurately predicted a wild 
year for home sales on the north 
slope of Bernal Hill in 2014, so it’s 
fair to say the company knows what 
it is talking about when it comes to 
delclaring the next hip hood (yes, 
even though the site’s annual blog 
post feels more like a ploy to move 
some of its less glamorous inventory). 
While new developments are finally 
popping up in San Francisco, they’re 
also getting more expensive; folks who 
would like a place to call their own or 
who are just tired of shacking up with 
mulitple roommates, are looking to 
other up-and-coming areas to live — 
and we're not talking about Oakland 
for a change. 

We're talking about San Francisco’s 
overlooked sibling, Daly City.

Business

Making money growing mari- 
juana is a bit more involved than dump- 
ing seeds in the ground, adding water, 
and returning a few months later to col- 
lect the pile of $100 bills that’s sprung 
forth. A successful cultivation operation 
is a sophisticated one with numerous 
moving and breakable parts. 

Likewise, now that legalization is a 
looming reality in California, a viable 
business in the cannabis industry will 
also require some finesse. Outright 
ignorance of the plant will doom an

With homes having a median sale 
price of $590,000, the middle-class 
neighborhood of Crocker hits the 
right price point for people who need 
a little space and a place to park their 
car. A quick scan through available 
listings shows that kind of cash can 
net you three bedrooms, a couple of 
bathrooms, and a garage, plus some 
outdoor space to call your own.

honest venture to failure, no matter 
how solid the funding or how vetted 
the business plan.

“We believe if you don’t understand 
the culture and politics and culture, you 
won't succeed,” says conference orga- 
nizer Alex Rogers, who also operates 
dispensaries in Oregon.

“We’re giving 
really great gritty information that the 
average mom-and-pop business can 
really glean a lot from.” 

In other words, if keeping marijua- 
na out of the hands of Marlboro is your

Although the place was empty at 
noon on a Wednesday, the bartender, 
dressed in black pants and suspend- 
ers as part of his 1920s-era getup, 
explained the place is generally busy 
on the weekends, when the club offers 
bottle service and DJ-provided enter- 
tainment.

My tour of the neighborhood ended 
where a resident pulled up to the gat- 
ed community, enjoying the January 
sun and loudly talking on the speak- 
erphone of his BMW convertible. 
Shut out, I'd had my fill of Crocker’s 
suburban charm, so I walked the 
20 minutes back down the hill and 
hopped the 14-Mission back to life 
in San Francisco, crammed studio

The White Rush 


Solo walks through empty in- 
dustrial areas at night aren't part of my 
usual routine. But I had a good reason to 
wander through a lonely warehouse dis- 
trict at the foot of Potrero Hill last week. 

I was looking for millionaires. 

In front of a brick building a block 
away from a freeway overpass, a sol- 
itary man wearing a wool poncho sat 
shivering on a bench next to a plastic 
garbage bag filled with his possessions. 
Today’s nouveau riche are eccentric; 

I knew I had the address right — the 
three BMWs, one Mercedes, and one 
Maserati parked on the street hinted I 
was headed in the right direction. But 
this couldn’t be it. 

Of course, it was. Around the cor- 
ner from the expensive imports, in 
front of a crowd of attractive people 
dressed in dark clothes, I found it: the 
cannabis velvet rope. 

This was the afterparty for the 
invite-only cannabis investors’ associ- 
ation Arcview Group. At the Fairmont 
Hotel on the top of Nob Hill, eager 
fortune-seekers had spent the previous 
two days pitching their products to 
capitalists eager to make the right bet 
on a pot product. 

Now is the time. The American 
legal marijuana market nearly doubled 
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to $2.7 billion last year, according to 
Arcview’s own estimate, with just un- 
der half of that in California — with- 
out full legalization. Just imagine the 
extra zeroes once another 38 million 
people live in a state with fully legal 
green. 

So who’s in the driver’s seat? No 
Birkenstocks here: A cannabis investor 
looks an awful lot like every other 
investor in San Francisco in 2014: 
crisp dark jeans, a fresh button-down 
(sometimes with the tell-tale creases 
straight from the package), expensive 
sports coats — and, with very few ex- 
ceptions, white faces. 

Silicon Valley gets a lot of heat for 
being a rich white man’s club, with 
the ranks of board members, top-paid 
engineers, and other lucrative gigs con- 
sisting overwhelmingly of white men. 

The scene in Mike Judge’s Silicon 
Valley — in which techies achieve di- 
versity by adding one Indian guy and 
one Asian guy to the mix — is playing 
itself out in the marijuana industry. 
And somehow, the weed industry is 
even whiter, so much so that, accord- 
ing to an attendee, one of the Arcview 
execs attempted an uncomfortable 
joke: “This is the most white and male 
convention you could go to.” 

Some of these investors aren’t pot 
smokers. Not even casually. (“There 
were a lot of guys there that knew 


nothing about cannabis,” one entre- 
preneur told me, noting that their 
“value add” would be monetary). But 
they know a profitable thing when 
they see it. 

There are exceptions: San Francis- 
co-based Poseidon Asset Management 
has a woman principal. But the heavy 
hitters, including the people who will 
decide if California can legalize next 
year, prove the rule. 

It will take somewhere between 
$10 and $20 million to qualify, run, 
and win a legalization initiative in 
California in 2016, political watchers 
say. Who will fund this effort is still 
unknown, but the short list of names 
— capitalists, Silicon Valley billion- 
aires — is also short on diversity. 

Cannabis is gentrifying. And the 
people taking advantage of the once- 
in-a-lifetime economic opportunity 
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presented by legalization aren't the 
same people who paid the price during 
cannabis’s lengthy prohibition. 


Seibo Shen is a safe bet. The 
38-year-old spent over a decade in sales 
for top software companies, and he’s 
also been an early employee of four 
startups that have been acquired or gone 
public. This earned him the title of “se- 
rial entrepreneur’ at the Arcview event, 
and played a role in his product’s victory 
in ArcView’s pitch competition. His com- 
pany makes the “VapeXhale,” a high-end, 
more portable $650 vaporizer that 
works on both flowers and concentrates. 

Shen has already raised $500,000 
since he started making the vapes in 
2012, and he’s hoping that Arcview 
interest will help get him to the $3 
million mark. He’s a rarity in cannabis 
circles — a smart businessman who is 
open and proud about his cannabis use 
and has a solid idea with a business 
plan and a product prototype ready to 
demonstrate. 
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He’s also Asian, which makes him one 
of the very few minorities I can name 
who are poised to do well in a legal 
marijuana market. He’s well aware, and 
it doesn’t make him happy. 

“T understand we do need more di- 
versity,’ he told me, adding that wom- 
en aren't doing great in the weed busi- 
ness yet either. As any walk through 
a HempCon or High Times Cannabis 
Cup shows, women are indeed “leaning 
forward” — but while wearing low-cut 
tops to entice the (mostly male) cus- 
tomers to stop by booths. 

“I’m the father of two women,” 
Shen told me. “If my daughters got 
into this space, I'd be concerned — it 
seems like some of the only roles avail- 
able are ones where you walk around 
with weed leaves on your tits. It makes 
me sad.” 

Sad, but true. Legal marijuana, 
which was partly expedited by the 
AIDS epidemic that plagued the Castro 
in the 1980s, is now the provenance 
of straight, white men. And the black 
and brown people who did, and are 
still doing time for weed, are not repre- 
senting the activists or capitalists who 
are playing a huge role in weed today. 
Of San Francisco’s 27 dispensaries, | 
can name only two or three that are 
operated by people of color. Berkeley’s 
black-owned dispensary, 40 Acres, is 
the subject of a shutdown effort by 
the city. 

It’s a white man’s rush.

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The rush of joy and serenity 
imparted after waking up from a night- 
mare and realizing that none of those aw- 
ful things really happened is almost worth 
the moments of sheer terror. No, you 
didn’t eat pudding off the floor of the 38 
Geary or have a drunken fling with a mer- 
curial co-worker on the boss’s desk. Your 
teeth aren't really falling out and you 
didn’t leave them on the 38 Geary. 

And, no, San Francisco, we weren't 
selected to host the Summer Olympics. 
That much is certain, regardless of what 
you did, with whom, where, and how 
much pudding was involved. Breathe easy. 

In retrospect, our city’s dalliance 
with the Olympics feels imbued with 
a dreamlike haze. How else to explain 
serious adults with the means to hire 
an armada of watercolorists actually 
proposing the construction — at a time 
when building costs have never been 
higher — of a temporary stadium in 
the windswept shadow of Candlestick 
Park (a prime example of where not 
to locate a stadium, and of the hollow 
promise of economic prosperity tied to 
ballpark erection). How else to explain 
local politicos excoriating congressional 
Republicans for ignoring all the scien- 
tific studies proving climate change, yet 
themselves ignoring all the economic 
studies proving the Olympics would be a 
financial shitstorm? 

Hosting the Olympics is, in fact, the 
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economic equivalent of inviting a horde 
of conquerors to sack your city (the sad 
aftermath of the Constantinople Games 
of both 1204 and 1453). That said, there 
are reasons to vie for hosting the games. 
But they don’t exactly make economic 
sense. And they certainly don’t add up 
for San Francisco. 

Not, at least, in the conscious world. 


Asked if he believed in God, French 
mathematician Blaise Pascal gave the 
question a lot of thought. 

If the penalty for not believing in a 
real God is eternal damnation and the 
penalty for believing in a nonexistent 
God is foregoing earthly pleasures of 
the pudding-dipped tryst variety, then 
the latter is preferable to the former. It 
makes more rational sense to believe 
in God and suffer a finite loss if you be- 
lieved wrong than not believe and risk 
losing everything, forever. 

This is now known as Pascal’s Wa- 
ger. And, says economist Rob Baade, a 
version of this line of thinking compels 
politicians to, illogically, push for host- 
ing Olympic Games. 

“Pascal believed in God because he 
couldn’t take the chance there wasn't 
one, Baade explains. “You're talking 
about cities and nations that are hard- 
pressed to create jobs and induce eco- 
nomic growth. They can’t take a chance 
there isn’t something in the way of eco-

nomic impact.” 
If you will it, it is no dream. But eco- 
nomics doesn’t work that way. 


There are two recent Olympiads 
economists focusing on “mega-events” 
hold out as being “great”: The 1984 Games 
in Los Angeles and the 1992 Barcelona 
Olympics. 

In ’84, Los Angeles put on the whole 
show for less than $1 billion in today’s 
dollars. The Games’ backers made a huge 
profit. And yet, as your humble narrator 
wrote last year, the model used to pull 
off this successful mega-event wasn’t 
repeatable. And Los Angeles’ success 
doomed all those inspired to follow. 

In that year, L.A. was the only city 
that stepped forward to play host. As 
such, it dictated the terms to the In- 
ternational Olympic Committee and 
not the other way around. Rather than 
fulfill the IOC’s Champagne wishes and 
caviar dreams, the Los Angeles Olym- 
pics were the Austerity Games. The 
opening and closing ceremonies were 
held in the same stadium that hosted 
the 32 Games. 

And, again, everyone made a bundle. 
Other cities saw that bundle and jumped 
into subsequent bidding processes. This 
created a bidding war and eliminated 
potential host cities’ leverage — neatly 
doing away with the very factors that 
enabled making a bundle. 
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In Barcelona, meanwhile, Spanish 
officials wanted to, in essence, broad- 
cast a weekslong tourism ad campaign. 
It worked. 

“This was their coming-out party 
to the world,” says economist Victor 
Mathieson. “Barcelona is a wonderful 
city that didn’t have a big international 
reputation. They used the Olympics to 
advertise the city and now they’re the 
fourth-most popular tourist destination 
in all Europe.” 

So, mission accomplished. And, for 
U.S. Olympic hopeful Boston, this line of 
thinking would make some sense. Bos- 
ton is a beautiful city with lots of char- 
acter that is not a typical destination for 
international visitors not hoping to earn 
advanced degrees or make a pilgrimage 
to Car Talk Plaza. 

But that’s not San Francisco. We 
are not an undiscovered gem. We are 
already one of the world’s favorite des- 
tinations. We are selling about as many 
soup-filled breadbowls as we can man- 
age. Our hotels are, routinely, 90-plus 
percent full. Tourists are already paying 
hundreds of dollars to stay in Airbnb 
flophouses in the Tenderloin. 

The notion that a horde of tourists 
will provide a windfall falls apart when 
you take into consideration that busi- 
nesses’ capacities to serve and produce 
are finite. And, while rosy economic 
predictions always take into account the 
promised influx of visitors, they rarely 
account for the people who will be dis- 
placed or out-and-out stay the hell away 
from the world’s largest tourist trap. 

But, in truth, neither the 1984 nor 
the 1992 Olympics are relevant anymore 
when formulating a municipal Pascal’s 
Wager. And that’s because of a nightmare 
we can't wake up and forget: Sept. 11. 


For every ticket sold to attend an 
Olympic event, says Mathieson, $100 in 
security costs are now required. 

Asked to name a more expensive 
per-capita exhibition of security theater, 
he can only offer up “State of the Union 
Address” and “Royal Wedding.” In this 
context, the Olympic motto of “Faster, 
Higher, Stronger” takes on a new and 
unwelcome meaning. 

In the post-9-11 world, security costs 
dwarf what it used to take to hold an 
entire Olympics. Greece — which could 
sure use the money now — purportedly 
spent $1.6 billion on security in 2004. 
Should Boston “win” the privilege of 
hosting (a wooing that will require tens 
of millions of additional dollars), it, too, 
figures to spend multiple billions of dol- 
lars on security alone. Like Boston, San 
Francisco’s $4.5 billion bid, in fact, didn’t 
include security costs. Some combina- 
tion of local, state, and federal dollars 
will need to be tapped. 

So, locals bummed that we aren’t 
hosting the Olympics can take solace. 
We still get to pay for it. 

And, next year, the Super Bowl.

SNAKES 
ON A CRANE 


A group of Amazon boas is re- 
portedly relaxing at the Oak- 
land Zoo this week after federal 
authorities confiscated the rep- 
tiles that had had been illegally 
imported into Miami for rea- 
sons unknown. The snakes ar- 
rived at the Port of Miami a few 
months ago after they were 
smuggled through South 
America. Authorities made the 
discovery and contacted the 
Association of Zoos and Aquar- 
iums to help place the reptiles 
in a safe environment while an 
investigation was done. The 
Oakland Zoo offered its ser- 
vices to house the foreign 
snakes and keep them quaran- 
tined for several months for 
health and safety purposes. In 
cases like this when exotic ani- 
mals are taken from the wild, 
there’s a 50 percent chance 
they won't survive. “Animals il- 
legally imported from the wild 
and into the pet trade are sub- 
jected to horrific conditions 
during the transport including 
overcrowding, extreme tem- 
peratures, and little to no sani- 
tation, leading to a very low 
survival rate,” said Margaret 
Rousser, zoological manager at 
Oakland Zoo. Three of the four 
snakes that survived are are on 
display at the Oakland Zoo.

SF Beer Week is once again upon 
us. Veteran devotees likely already have 
their plans locked down, Google Calen- 
dars flooded with tickets and dinners 
and nights they’re totally going to make. 
But if you're a Beer Week newbie, here’s a 
can't-miss five-step plan to experience 
the best 10 days in the Bay Area. 


1.GOTOA 
FESTIVAL. 


A beer festival is the best 
beer bar you will ever go to. It’s 
a giant list of beers you've never 
had from breweries you've never 
heard of, and instead of drinking 
three pints, you can drink 16 dif- 
ferent three-ounce beers. Some 
of the festivals are flat-rate tick- 
ets, so you can budget properly 
for an entire night of drinking. 
The odds are in your favor. 

Festivals are the best way 
to learn about a beer scene, or 
about beer in general. Don’t 
know the difference between an 
IPA and a pale? Don’t know what 
a gose is? Haven't heard of that 
brewery before? You can build 
your beer education however 
you want. And if you don’t know 
what something on the list is, 
just ask. Beer folk are friendly, 
and the person pouring that 
beer can either tell you every- 
thing about it or knows someone 
nearby who can. It’s the perfect 
way to find the beers that are 
right for you. 

The opening gala has been 
sold out for weeks, but you've 
still got lots of options if you 
didn’t get tickets. If you want 
to settle the geographic battle 
once and for all, the Battle of the 
Guilds at Zeitgeist pits our city 
by the bay against our friends 
to the south. For only $30, you 
can try all the homebrew you 
can handle while supporting 
the SF Tenants’ Union at Hops 
for Housing. And finally, close 
out your SFBW in style and set 
yourself up until next year by 
drinking your way through the 
Celebrator Beer News 27th An- 
niversary Party. 
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2. GO TOATHEMED FESTIVAL. 


Are you in love with sour beer? 
Are you a double IPA fiend? Or 
alternately, do you have no idea 
what a sour beer or a double IPA 
is? A themed festival is a great way 
to get more of what you love or 
figure out how to love a style. It’s 
immersion therapy. 

There are sour events nearly 
every day of the week, from Unit- 
ed Sours of America at Monk’s

Kettle to Sour Sunday at Jupiter 
or Almanac & Friends Sourfest. 
The Bistro will be hosting its 14th 
Annual Double IPA fest. There are 
90 results when you search the 
SFBW website for “barrel aged,” 
but The Trappist’s event should be 
very, very exciting. You can learn 
all about cask beer at Magnolia’s 
Festival of Firkins or Thirsty Bear’s 
Cask & Queso. 
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This is that week you're going 
to check out a brewery you've 
heard of but have never actually 
encountered. It’s the week to 
gain access to 10 beers from your 
favorite brewery in one place. It’s 
the week your favorite neighbor- 
hood beer bar serves as a tem- 
porary taproom for three or four 
different breweries. 

My favorite SFBW practice is 
to bounce around to my favorite 
spots later at night, when the 
super trendy kegs have probably 
already kicked and so crowds have 
completely dispersed. Any spot 
with Pliny the Younger at opening 
is going to be half as full three 
hours later. If you’re chasing more 
popular beers, getting there as 
early as possible is in your favor, 
but be prepared to get a little 
friendly with your neighbors.

THE LUNCH THAT 
LASTED 50 YEARS 


Fifty years ago, City Lights published Frank 
O’Hara’s Lunch Poems, a collection he 
wrote mostly during or just after his lunch 
breaks at the Museum of Modern Art. The 
collection contains O’Hara’s seemingly 
spontaneous reactions to the world around 
him, and ranges from references to 
pop-culture icons, to his literary and art 
world friends, to the sights of New York 
City. It became a seminal work for his gen- 
eration.

APOWWOW 
FOR ALL SPIRITS 


A translation of the Anishinaabe phrase 
niizh manidoowag, “two-spirit” is an Amer- 
ican Indian term for people who possess 
both female and male energies. It encom- 
passes all manner of transgender, lesbian, 
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Native 
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gay, bisexual, or plain ol queer people, 
though not all two-spirit people identify 
with any of those categories. Unlike cer- 
tain other cultures we could mention, 
two-spirits have been historically honored 
within their First Nations and Native 
American communities. Held by the vol- 
unteer organization Bay Area American 
Indian Two-Spirits (BAAITS), the pow- 
wow is a celebration of all things two- 
spirit. Among the highlights is a contest 
involving transgender powwow dancers, 
after which all attendees will be invited to 
shake their hands and join the dance, thus 
honoring the native transgender commu- 
nity.

THE FRUITS OF THEIR LABORS 


In their post-Marxist treatise Empire (2000), Antonio Negri and Michael Hardt 
describe immaterial labor as one of the features of a postmodern informational 
economy, in which workers produce knowledge rather than material objects. The 
idea also informs Cid Pearlman’s exploration of the material and immaterial out- 
puts of labor, Economies of Effort: 1, the first part of a triptych of dances 
centered on the economy. With an original musical score by Alfred Mathias and 
visual design by Robbie Schoen, Pearlman’s all-female quintet of dancers will 
build the set they dance on, challenging ideas of construction, creativity, and 
self-sufficiency by making music, objects, and movement, and even controlling 
their own lighting. “The piece is fundamentally about what it means to bea 
maker,” explains Pearlman. Also on the bill is Pearlman’s Drowning Poems (2011), 
inspired by the work of Carrie Powers, Stevie Smith, and Emily Dickinson.

Outsider Insider

Paul F. Tompkins doesn’t con- 
sider himself to be famous. He’s dapper, 
a little more so than the average Los An- 
geles gentleman, so maybe he'll get 
looks. But not everyone thinks he looks 
familiar, and he seems fine with that. 

But it is true that he’s sort of ev- 
erywhere these days, doing standup 
comedy, writing, and improv as a 
talk-show host, a variety-show per- 
former, a serious actor, a voice actor, 
and more. 

He’s also known for playing 
not-himself, as he does on Comedy 
Bang! Bang! the TV show, or Comedy 
Bang! Bang! the podcast. Tompkins 
fully takes on the personas of the 
zany characters he brings to life: cari- 
catures of celebrities such as the Cake 
Boss, Werner Herzog, and Andrew 
Lloyd Webber. He’s fantastic and fun- 
ny when he pretends like this, but he’s 
really just as compelling when he’s 
playing the straight man to a hot dog 
puppet on his Fusion satirical news 
program, No You Shut Up! 

As always, pretty much, Tompkins 
never misses a Sketchfest, and that’s 
because so many Sketchfest events 
require his presence. He’s a part of 
the Superego team — the absurd 
improvisational podcast — and his 
own Dead Authors podcast (on which 
he plays host H.G. Wells) is a comedy 
fest staple. Besides that, you can see 
him in Rhett Miller’s variety show, 
Thrilling Adventure Hour, and more. 
He’s versatile, and funny, and despite 
not being famous, he’s somehow at 
the epicenter of the type of comedy 
that Sketchfest has come to repre- 
sent: alternative, geekish, but some- 
how all-encompassing and inclusive. 
He’s kind of the ultimate outsider 
comedy insider. 


SF Weekly: You're coming to 
Sketchfest again. | should tell 
you that | interviewed you two 
years ago. 

Paul F. Tompkins: It’s nice to 
chat with you again. 


Likewise I’m sure. So, Paul, 
you are a man of many projects. 
Would you agree with that? 

I would agree with that. I do not 
think this is a gotcha question. I totally 
accept that thesis statement. 


I'm going to list some of your 
projects. You're a host, a voice 
actor, a podcast frequenter, a 
real-life actor as opposed to 
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voice actor, and ... did | miss 
anything? 

No I think that just about covers 
everything. 


...standup comic, writer, a 
member of various groups and 
troupes. You must be very good 
at networking and keeping track 
of your time, yes? 

I don’t know that I’m good at either 
one of those things but I do do a lot of 
stuff. I would not say I’m good at keep- 
ing track of my time. That’s something 
I could stand to be much better at. 


As far as networking, you 
must have a lot of friends in the 
comedy biz. 

Yeah I do, which is a great thing. 
I’m lucky to have made a lot of great 
friends in this business. Networking 
to me implies always that I’m trying to 
further my own career, and that’s not 
something that I’m good at. That’s why 
I have to do so many things. 


Why do you like to like to get 
involved in so many subsets of 
comedy? 

The wonderful thing about the week 
or so that I’ll spend there [at Sketch- 
fest], it’s getting longer and longer 
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every year, is all my favorite things 

to do are happening over the course 
of several days in one city. That’s not 
something that ever happens at home. 
I get to do Superego, I get to do Dead 
Authors, I always do the Rhett Miller 
variety show, and a Rifftrax [telling 
jokes at the screening of a bad movie], 
and the only way that'll ever happen 

is at Sketchfest. It’s just impossible for 
me to turn any of those down because 
I love doing them all. And thankfully 
all of those shows make it very easy for 
me to step in and take part. The hard- 
est one for me is Dead Authors because 
I have to do research. And that’s my 
show. The other ones are all like — 
when you're doing standup, you have 
to prepare and write a bunch of mate- 
rial, and you're out there all by your- 
self — to be able to just do Thrilling 
Adventure Hour or straight-up improv 
for Superego, it’s so much less personal 
pressure. The teamwork aspect of it is 
really wonderful. 


Do you consider yourself, at 
this point, a famous person? 

Ha. You know what, no. I feel that 
to be famous is if you can walk down 
the street in any city and most people 
you pass will at the very least think 
you look familiar. I think that for a 
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certain type of comedy fan, I am well- 
known. But I don’t know that I'd call 
that fame. Whenever people accuse me 
of being famous — I don’t wanna say 
“accuse me” but — whenever people 
accuse me of being famous, it always 
sounds false to me because you know, 
I’m flying coach and no one is looking 
twice at me. There’s a segment of the 
population that knows who I am but it 
is by far not the majority. 


Do you consider yourself suc- 
cessful? 

Yeah I do. That’s a strange thing to 
say sometimes, I guess. What does that 
mean? But I think of it in terms of, I’m 
making a living doing what I love to 
do. There’s a roof over my head, food 
on the table, and I’ve been doing it for 
a really long time. And knowing that 
this is my job, being an entertainer, | 
do feel successful. I continue to get to 
do a lot of great stuff that I really enjoy 
doing. I have the ability to say No to 
people, and that to me is some mea- 
sure of success I guess. 


What did you want to do when 
you started working in enter- 
tainment? What were your “en- 
tertainment goals”? 

Kind of to do everything. I’ve only 
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just realized recently that I had that 
goal. I wanted to act but I wanted 

to do standup, and I wanted to host 
things, I really wanted to have an 
interesting career. Because your goals 
change over the years. There were 
times when I focused more on acting, 
there were times where I focused 
more on standup, and then there were 
times where | was trying to do abso- 
lutely everything at the same time. 
But right now, I have a nice mixture of 
things that I am really really enjoying. 
And also the security to have some 
time to myself as well. 


| just watched your show on 
Fusion. And you also host the 
interview-in-a-bar series Speak- 
easy. I've seen you also play 
wacky characters on Comedy 
Bang! Bang! Do you prefer to 
play the host, the straight man? 
Or do you prefer to play a wacky 
sidekick type? 

That’s really tough, I can’t really 
choose. Being the wacky person is a 
lot of fun. Not only because you get 
to be the wacky person but because 
you, it’s sort of a challenge to the 
host or the straight man. But I also 
like to be on the other side of it, I like 
being the straight man and I like the 
challenge of keeping a straight face.

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Provocateur M. Lamar reclaims African-American male sexuality in his new show.

Standing before a 9-foot-tall 
contraption he calls “The Penis Guillo- 
tine,” artist M. Lamar raises its blade 
with a cord, pauses it in the air for dra- 
matic effect, then releases the metal 
with a sudden exclamation. The sound 
of steel crashing into wood (thwatt!) 
echoes around the San Francisco gal- 
lery that’s exhibiting Lamar’s artwork, 
and he lets out the kind of Oscar 
Wilde-like comment for which he is 
known: “T like playing with that.” 

An African-American intellectual, 
composer, and artistic provocateur 
who analyzes sex and race in society, 
Lamar wears spiky leather jackets 
and gloves, heavy eye shadow and 
lipstick, and hair that is straight 
and shoulder-length. Lamar looks, 
sounds, and acts like few other 
people in the art world, exemplified 
by his video Badass Nigga, the Charlie 
Looker of Psalm Zero Remix. One of 
Lamar’s “fun songs, it opens with 
Lamar sitting and reading a trio of 
heavyweight books — The Cornel West 
Reader, which compiles the writings 
of the Princeton professor; Beloved, 
by novelist Toni Morrison; and The 
Phenomenology of Spirit, the German 
philosopher Hegel’s magnum opus — 
before Lamar gets up and puts two 
naked white men into a pillory that 
clamps their heads and hands. In 
stylish, smoke-filled black and white 
footage that is slowed down and sped 
up in key scenes, Lamar sings ina 
beautiful falsetto (a la Sylvester) as 
he forces the men to read his tomes 
and begins to whip them in the face. 
“I'm a badass nigga with a badass 
attitude,’ Lamar croons, accompanied 
by piano and dissonant instruments 
in a song that is catchy, sprawling, 
and almost unclassifiable. “Fuck you, 
fuck you, fuck you.” 

Badass Nigga, the Charlie Looker 
of Psalm Zero Remix is one of the 
videos that screens in “Negrogothic,’ 
a new exhibit at the San Francisco 
Art Institute’s Walter and McBean 
Galleries that’s a homecoming for 
Lamar, who got his bachelor’s degree 
at the school about a decade ago 
before moving to the East Coast to 
attend Yale’s School of Art sculpture 
program. Lamar won't say what year 
he graduated from the San Francisco 
Art Institute. He won't give his exact 
age. He won't let a visitor take his 
photo. Lamar dislikes being labeled 
by others, and he rejects the term 
“gay” as a personal descriptor. “I don’t 
describe myself as a gay, black man 


? 
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— I describe myself as ‘a practicing 
homosexual.’ ‘Homosexual’ is about 
the act. ‘Gay’ is a cultural thing. ’m 
much more interested in the act than 
the culture,” he says. 

A running motif of “Negrogothic” 
is the whip and an examination of 
celebrated photographer Robert Map- 
plethorpe, whose portfolio included 
many images of naked black men who 
were bent over or shown in bondage 
or posing with their phalluses. Map- 
plethorpe, Lamar says, stereotyped 
and misunderstood African-Amer- 
ican men — even as Mapplethorpe 
was heralded as a ground-breaking 
image-maker. Generations of white 
society have, consciously and uncon- 
sciously, sexualized and objectified 
the black penis, says Lamar, whose 
art spotlights that historic fixation 
by reversing the dominant roles. In 
stills like Mapplethorpe’s Whip VII The 
Whip Crackers, Lamar wears a dark 
full-length robe as he inserts a whip 
into the rectums of white men. Lamar 
is the overseer. Lamar dictates what 
goes where with participants who 
volunteer their bodies to him. There’s 
no coercion in Lamar’s artwork, even 
as he plays with positions of power. 
Genres of pornography consumed 
by whites are devoted to black men, 


which Lamar relates to lynching. La- 
mar’s art, he says, plays off of these 
market demands. 

“Having this black body and my 
black penis — on one level, I just 
keep writing songs about my cock,” 
Lamar says, laughing. Turning seri- 
ous, he says: “This ‘Negrogothic’ thing 
is located for me in the schlocky goth 
thing and in the real-life experience 
of black people and the horror of 
it. It’s almost like indulging in the 
horror ... So much a thing of lynching 
was cutting off black cocks, and [the 
lynchers] would pickle those cocks. 
They'd force the lynched man to eat 
his penis before he died. They’d cut it 
off, pickle it, photograph it, sell the 
photographs. 

“Black men are dealing with the 
sexual ramifications of lynching ev- 
ery day. We're living with legacies of 
lynching on porn sites. If you go to 
those sites and type in, ‘Big, black 
cock,’ or “My wife fucked a big black 
man’ — there are millions of titles. 
When I talk about Ferguson and Mike 
Brown and Trayvon Martin and the 
ways in which they were shot dead, 
the flip side of that is this over-sex- 
ualization of the black male body on 
these porn sites. The ‘big black cock’ 
mythology is an invention of the 
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Lamar demands attention in his 
2013 video Badass Nigga, the 
Charlie Looker of Psalm Zero Remix. 


white imagination. It’s a fantasy. I 
like the idea, in a surrealist way, of 
making the whip also this black penis 
that white people have invented. It’s 
like, “Here. This is your invention. It’s 
your thing. Have it back.’ I try to un- 
derstand the black body in the white 
imagination.” 

Lamar has traipsed through white 
environments all his life, including 
at Yale’s School of Art sculpture 
program, which he left early to focus 
on music. In Surveillance Punishment 
and the Black Psyche, a sweeping and 
moody musical theater piece that he’s 
performing at the San Francisco Art 
Institute on Friday, Feb. 13, Lamar 
includes video of Jamie Foxx’s 2005 
Oscar speech, where Foxx thanks his 
maternal grandmother for raising 
him with discipline, including whip- 
ping him. In Surveillance Punishment 
and the Black Psyche, Lamar includes 
a video of Foxx’s “whipping” trib- 
ute (“when I would act a fool, she 
would beat me, she would whoop 
me, and she could get an Oscar for 
the way she whipped me, because 
she was great at it”), which inspired 
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widespread laughs at the Oscars but 
inspires consternation in Lamar, 

who says Foxx’s remarks show how 
deeply ingrained African-Americans 
have internalized the kind of violence 
and racism that was directed at them 
during slavery and beyond. 

“T think a lot of black men have 
internalized the gaze of whiteness,” 
Lamar says. “Part of the point of 
Surveillance Punishment and the Black 
Psyche is to get inside this internal- 
ization of white supremacy. We usu- 
ally refer to it as internalized racism. 
There’s this new documentary on Nat 
King Cole, and they show him put- 
ting light make-up on, and that was 
required in that point in history to be 
on television [in the 1950s]. And then 
we had Michael Jackson, who wasn’t 
being told to become lighter but had 
got the message that he would be 
more successful and acceptable if he 
were lighter.” 

Inevitably, people ask Lamar about 
his twin, Laverne Cox, the transgen- 
der actress and pop-culture figure 
who made the cover of Time and plays 
the character of Sophia Burset on Or- 
ange Is the New Black. In 2013, Lamar 
acted in the series’ key flashback epi- 
sode, portraying the Burset character 
before she transitioned to a woman. 
Though Lamar won praise for his 
performance, he’s critical of Orange 
Is the New Black, which centers on a 
privileged white character in a prison 
with many black inmates. 

“Ive done all sorts of things for 
money that I’m not proud of, and 
that would be one of them,” says 
Lamar, who describes himself as 
“a struggling artist without a trust 
fund.” “I’m very anti-corporate and 
anti-mainstream media. With any 
artist, including my sister, I’m always 
encouraging them to seek other 
outlets and other milieus for their 
work. I’ve always encouraged her to 
do one-person shows. I don’t enjoy 
Orange Is the New Black. I’m not inter- 
ested in white people’s imaginings of 
black people. 

“Black homosexuality — we really 
haven’t had a big mainstream mo- 
ment,’ Lamar adds. “Trans-people are 
having a moment. And black men and 
black women are having a moment. 
But there’s a lack of even fictional 
characters in popular culture. To me, 
True Blood [the HBO vampire series] 
is probably the only example of an 
ongoing series [that had one]. And I 
guess there’s that new show >)p28 
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[about a hip-hop company], Empire, 
which all black people are watching 
even though it’s terrible. I watch it 
even. Black people are just starved for 
reflections of themselves.” 

Talking to Lamar, and taking in 
“Negrogothic,” with its widespread

WHY 


The most scintillating three-let- 
ter word in the English language? Sure, 
“s-e-x” would get a million votes, but so 
would “w-h-y.” Why? Because it’s a word 
that leads to so many possibilities — 
whether it’s answers, reflection, other 
questions, or sex itself. The “WHY” sculp- 
ture atop the Henry Hotel, orchestrated 
by artist Ana Teresa Fernandez, is a why 
with a semi-hidden agenda: Get people to 
question the commercial development of 
San Francisco’s mid-Market corridor. The 
sculpture, which glows at night, is con- 
nected to four other illuminated “w” 
sculptures (“who,” “what,” “where,” 
“when”) that Fernandez placed within a 
four-block radius of the Henry Hotel. 

The WHY sculpture first appeared 
almost two years ago, after Fernandez 
got the hotel’s permission and secured 
permits to put up the art, just like the 
other “w” sculptures in the area. All the 
legal and technical wrangling took about 
two-and-a-half years — Fernandez first 
dreamed of the project in 2011, after 
doing work at Intersection for the Arts, 
near the corner of Mission and Fifth 
streets. Intersection helped fund the 
sculpture series. 

“The initial intention was to create 
this constellation of questions,” says 
Fernandez, a Bernal Heights resident 
who collaborated with designer and 
architect Johanna Grawunder on the 
project. “I was doing this workshop 
for inner-city youth, and I kept 
walking past conversations about 
what was happening with mid-Market 
redevelopment — and these are 
ongoing conversations that’ve been 
happening for years. And everyone 
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depictions of sex and bondage, is 

like being inside an experimental Ivy 
League classroom where the stakes 
are high, and every student knows it. 
“Negrogothic” is a tactile, visual, and 
auditory explosion of important ideas 
that are usually left to society’s mar- 


has an opinion. I’ve heard from blue- 
collar workers to techies to homeless 
people. For me, it was this lighting- 
bolt idea. The conversations were like 
beacons of light — like, “What is this 
doing here?’ The art doesn’t necessarily 
need to be understood as a conceptual 
constellation. You might come across 
it as amoment of awareness. My text 
work tends to be much more about 
contemplation.” 

Some of Fernandez’s other “w” signs 
in the area have since disappeared 
because of permit expirations and

gins. Besides “The Penis Guillotine,” 
the exhibit features the pillory that 
Lamar uses in Badass Nigga, the Char- 
lie Looker of Psalm Zero Remix. Lamar 
brings the hard edges of the culture 
into his art, where it can occupy and 
exalt on center stage exactly like La- 
mar himself.

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Block and Tackle 


A Berkeley Rep docudrama 
asks if football is worth the pain 
it brings to its players.

The ferocity of pro football 


drives the narrative but ultimately gets 
stuffed at the line of scrimmage in Berke- 
ley Repertory’s world premiere docu- 
drama, X's and O's (A Football Love Story). 
Despite a sturdy cast and the tal- 
ents of playwright KJ Sanchez, both 
carried briskly by artistic director Tony 
Taccone’s trim steering, the play’s cen- 
tral, gripping issue — why Americans 
fall under the spell of a $9 billion in- 
dustry that smashes its greatest assets 
and fights to deny the damage — de- 
flates under theatrical lopsidedness. 
The play is based on Sanchez and 
co-creator Jenny Mercein’s interviews 
with players, fans, sports journalists, 
coaches, medical experts, and ex-play- 
ers and their family members. Merce- 
in, the daughter of former pro player 
Chuck Mercein, is also a crisp, power- 
ful actor in the production; another 
actor Dwight Hicks is a former San 
Francisco 49er. Additional authenticity 
comes from well-researched statistics, 
historical footage, and a circular set de- 
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signed by Todd Rosenthal that features 
mini overhead Jumbotrons and hustles 
adroitly to become a bar, a sports talk 
TV set, a living room, and a gridiron. 


Current player Anthony (Eddie 
Ray Jackson) gets real about 
football with former player Frank 
(Bill Geisslinger). 
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Presenting a world in which the 
balletic antics of even teams that suck 
have “sixty-thousand people sucking 
together” with them (to paraphrase 
the actors’ lines in opening moments), 
X’s and O’s collides with reality when 
Marilee Talkington, the team physi- 
cian, delivers a whiplash-style lecture 
under images displaying the withered 
brain scans of Alzheimer’s and CTE 
(chronic traumatic encephalopathy) 
sufferers. 

The first diagnosis of an NFL player 
with CTE, long-term brain damage 
that science attributes to multiple 
concussions, arrived as late as 2002, 
the audience is warned. The futility of 
better helmets and other attempts to 
soften the impact of a 320-pound adult 
male colliding with the soft tissue of 
another man’s head or body is omi- 
nously outlined. But unless the view- 
er’s avoided all sports-oriented broad- 
casts over the last 10 years, it’s hard to 
believe the toss-and-flatten practices 
of pro football are news. Unfortunate- 
ly, this drains the scene of its power. 

But other facts presented might 
surprise people: the average three 
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Block and Tackle stars two-time 
Super Bowl champion Dwight 
Hicks (left) along with Eddie Ray 
Jackson and Marilee Talkington. 


years most players last in the sport, 
balanced against the four-year require- 
ment to earn a pension. Or the players’ 
lack of financial resources after their 
careers are finished, when their med- 
ical bills are soaring. This is news that 
doesn’t often make the headlines. 

Eventually, the actors retreat into 
a corner with their monologues, des- 
perately seeking solutions. If players 
weren tallowed in the game until they 
were adults and responsible for their 
own health, the injuries would still 
be astronomical. But if kids under 18 
play, how can a coach or parent act 
responsibly, knowing an accumulation 
of brain-bashing collisions might lead 
to suicide, depression, uncontrollable 
anger problems, or even death? 

In the best moments, Sanchez and 
Mercein veer close to the souls of those 
who adore football, or alternatively, 
characters whose lives were torched by 
having lost a loved one to the sport. 
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“Men who brought beauty to bru- 
tality,” says Bill Geisslinger (giving 
rhapsodic performances in several 
roles, including a hilarious appearance 
as a Raider in one vignette). It’s lines 
like this one that capture incongruous 
essence in six words and bring to mind 
ReEntry, Sanchez’s previous docudra- 
ma based on interviews with Marines 
returning from Afghanistan and Iraq. 
You wish that X’s and O’s were as con- 
cise all the way through. And wonder 
why the camaraderie/peril paradigm of 
the sport is mostly unexplored. 

Although slightly overlong and 
wheel-spinning, a living room scene 
achieves what the play aspires to be. 
Two widows and the son of an NFL 
player (the latter played by Eddie Ray 
Jackson, the cast’s most charismatic 
and poignant member) ruminate over 
their losses. An unavoidable, nagging 
hook emerges to ask the questions 
voiced by Hicks, portraying a former 
player: “What do we want? What hap- 
pens next?” 

X’s and O’s begins with a screen dis- 
play announcing that the stories told 
are true, but names have been changed 
to avoid being sued. It’s sardonic, but 
also the first hint X’s and O’s might not 
be brazen. 

The sport America loves hurts real 
people, but it’s also our gladiator mo- 
ment: heroic and worth the price of 
pain. Compelling theater asks these 
hard questions. It’s okay to start dead 
center on the 50-yard line, but frus- 
trating to end up there, unchanged but 
for the bashing. 

The takeaway? If you don’t know 
what’s happening in the NFL, this is a 
terrific education delivered by fine ac- 
tors with a few moments of compelling 
drama and hints of greatness. If you 
are already in the game, on either side 
of the field, X’s and O’s might leave you 
clamoring for harder hits.

A film about a very different kind 
of marksman, For Your Height Only is one 
of the strangest Fililpino exploitation 
films of the 1980s, and that’s saying a lot: 
a James Bond spoof starring the 2-foot- 
9-inch Weng Weng as Agent 00, obvi- 
ously. And lest you think that sounds like 
another LeRoy-level hoax, Andrew 
Levold’s documentary The Search for 
Weng Weng hunts for him in the Philip- 
pines, where truth is always stranger 
than fiction.

Altmanesque 

Feb 5-28, YBCA 
Here’s how the late American movie mav- 
erick Robert Altman liked to describe his 
relationship with Hollywood: “I make 
gloves, and they sell shoes.” So we see in 
“Altmanesque,’ a selection of three fea- 
tures and assorted shorts at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts this month — worth 
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trying on, whatever they are. First, Ron 
Mann’s 2014 documentary, Altman, 
fondly surveys the filmmaker’s life and ca- 
reer, turning up some juicy tidbits. Who 
knew that in order to prepare his 1970 
breakthrough, the zeitgeisty antiwar com- 
edy M*A*S*H, Altman visited San Fran- 
cisco to hire ACT actors as incidental 
players? For that matter, who remembers 
that long before Stephen Colbert formed 
a Super Pac, Altman put a fictional candi- 
date through some real presidential pri- 
maries in the satirical TV series Tanner 
88? Or that before overlapping dialogue 
became an Altman hallmark, it got him 
fired by Jack Warner? In the YBCA’s “Alt- 
manesque’ closer, 1982’s Come Back to the 
5 & Dime, Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean, the 
overlap isn’t just aural but also temporal, a 
way to organize the strata of memory and 
gauzy Americana. It’s a good strategy for 
adapting an unabashedly theatrical stage 
play, about a 20-year reunion of James 
Dean devotees in small-town Texas 
(among them Cher, Kathy Bates, Karen 
Black, and national treasure Sandy Den- 
nis). Another thing about the Altman line: 
one size definitely does not fit all. Made in 
his native Kansas City, Mo., in 1955, the 
aptly named Corn’s-A-Poppin’ is among Al- 
tman’s earliest and most embarrassing 
screenplay credits, a bargain-budget mu- 
sical comedy in which a popcorn company 
puts ona TV show. Directed by Robert 
Woodburn, to whom Altman apprenticed 
on several industrials, Corn’s-A-Poppin’ 
feels like a risibly stiff educational film — 
about the corniness and corruption of 
show business. Well stocked with spit 
takes, self-deprecations, and drippy cow- 
boy-shirted musical interludes, it’s a sin- 
gular highlight among career 
unmentionables, and a good clue to the 
enigmatic show-within-a-show aficio- 
nado who later would make Nashville and 
A Prairie Home Companion. As the expres- 
sion doesn't quite go: If the glove fits, 
wear it. Jonathan Kiefer

Jupiter Ascending

You know the story: Modest, young hu- 
man lady (Mila Kunis) lives with family 
of shrill Russian-immigrant caricatures, 
cleans toilets, hates life — but, with 
help from air-surfing hunky intergalac- 
tic wolf-man (Channing Tatum), discov- 
ers genetic inheritance of grander 
destiny. “Your Earth,” she’s told, “is a 
very small part of a very large industry.” 
An industry, needless to say, of evil. 
Andy and Lana Wachowski do have a 
grasp on industrialization, and their Ju- 
piter Ascending feels like some sweat- 
shop-factory assembly of tidbits 
vaguely recalled from the last 40 years 
of fantasy, adventure, and sci-fi movies, 
and hoarded into a forcible orgy of 
mostly joyless cosplay. It seems gener- 
ally to be aimed at undiscerning, atten- 
tion-deficient 13-year-olds; who else 
could tolerate such a high ratio of 
cringe-worthy to cool? Kunis and 
Tatum are as down to earth as Eddie 
Redmayne, playing the main villain of 
the piece, is celestially campy. They’re 
all tucked semi-gently in among plot 
holes that aren't really even worth wor- 
rying over, minor characters who ran- 
domly disappear but were shallow and 
annoying anyway, and lots and lots of 
that thing where, in the middle of a hec- 
tic smashy-smashy-pew-pew action se- 
quence, the action momentarily and 
fetishistically slows down. The Wa- 
chowskis deserve some leeway with 
that trick, having originated it in The 
Matrix, where it had arguable story 
value; now it’s exhausting and counter- 
productive, adding tedium in lieu of 
comprehensibility. But surely they’ve 
achieved the bloated, sometimes photo- 
genic turbulence you'd expect from a 
movie named for a gas giant. It’s all too 
much, yet not enough.

Red Army America gets so spooked by foreigners with 
dark skin these days, it can be easy to forget that 
just a few decades ago, our mortal enemies had 
blond hair and blue eyes. We were terrified of the 
Soviets (the nuclear missiles helped, it’s true), and 
Gabe Polsky's entertaining documentary Red Army 
revisits the Cold War through the lens of hockey, 
particularly the story of Slava Fetisov, the captain 
and most charismatic member of the Soviet Union's 
Red Army hockey team. Hockey is a huge deal to the 
Russians, right up there with the worship of football 
in Brazil, and Red Army (the movie) follows the ups 
and downs of Red Army (the team) throughout the

last half-century of Russian history, from Brezhnev to 
Gorbachev and beyond. The team goes from living in 
arepressive, individuality-crushing regime (a forced 
work ethic which did result in them becoming the 
best hockey team the world) to playing for xeno- 
phobic Americans in the New Jersey Devils, as the 
Berlin Wall falls and Soviet Union collapses into its 
component parts. Red Army keeps alight tone even 
when dealing with serious issues, and is chock-full 
of great stock footage, including a Russian circus 
featuring bears playing hockey (how can that be?). 
Polsky also marginalizes Ronald Reagan's role, and 
that’s history done right. (SC) 

She's Beautiful When She's Angry Documentaries 
about social justice history often get to benefit from 
a kind of positive culture shock, in that the viewer 
cantake some comfort in how much better things are 
now. And while there’s been some measure of im- 
provement since the time covered in She's Beautiful 
When She's Angry, Mary Dore's fascinating documen- 
tary about the feminist movement of the late 1960s 
and early 1970s, Dore starts off by acknowledging 
that even in the futuristic wonderland of the 2010s, 
a majority of states still restrict women’s access to 
reproductive health care. Through interviews and 
archival footage, Dore explores the struggles of the 
women who faced great opposition from men (and 
other women) for suggesting that not only should 
they be allowed to work, but that they should get 
equal pay for it — a notion that's still controversial, as 
is the concept that the female orgasm exists, or that 
rape victims weren't just askin’ for it. The feminist 
movement was born out of the protest and turmoil 
of the late 1960s, and the picture also reveals one 
of the dirtier secrets of the anti-war movement and 
the counterculture in general: It was horribly sexist. 
She's Beautiful When She's Angry demonstrates that 
things are better than they were, but they still need 
to be better than they are. (SC) 

The SpongeBob Movie: Sponge Out of Water The sec- 
ond feature film based on the long-running animated 
series, Paul Tibbitt’s The SpongeBob Movie: Sponge 
Out of Water is actually much better than it looks. If 
that sounds like backhanded praise, it’s only because 
the marketing has been emphasizing the weakest 
elements. Yes, SpongeBob SquarePants (Tom Kenny) 
and his compatriots do emerge as CGI superheroes in 
the real world to battle a pirate (Antonio Banderas), 
but thankfully, that doesn’t occur until the third act. 
Until then, the picture mostly justifies that eventual 
crowd-pleasing climax, with plenty of detours into the 
creative silliness that's a hallmark of the show. In other

words, this is not the Smurfs movies (which are unfairly 
maligned, but that's another issue entirely). The 2-D 
events leading up to the above-water stuff are much 
more interesting, as the residents of Bikini Bottom 
promptly descend into fiery chaos when their favorite 
hamburgers are no longer available.

At 5:25 p.m. on a Wednesday in 


January, the line outside State Bird Provi- 
sions is 40 people deep, populated by as 
many tourists clutching guidebooks as lo- 
cals immersed in New Yorkers. Everyone’s 
waiting for one of the walk-in seats at the 
Fillmore restaurant that remains, nearly 
three years after it opened, the hardest ta- 
ble to get in town. State Bird’s popularity 
has been fueled by an avalanche of glow- 
ing press and awards — a Michelin star, a 
James Beard Award, anod as Bon Appetit’s 
Restaurant of the Year in 2012 — and it is 
one of those cases where the relentless 
hype is deserved. Reservations are notori- 
ously tricky to secure and waits for 
walk-in tables often top three hours, but 
the restaurant’s playful, innovative, often 
beautifully composed vignettes of flavor, 
served dim sum-style from carts, make 
the acrobatics worth it. 

Right now it’s still possible to wade 
through the line and walk right into The 
Progress, the much-anticipated new 
restaurant that State Bird owners, chefs, 
and spouses Stuart Brioza and Nicole 
Krasinski opened right next door. While 
State Bird is a highly interactive and oc- 
casionally frenetic experience, The Prog- 
ress is more stately and fine dining-like, 
better for a date night or special dinner. 
Instead of small bites arriving by cart, 
courses are served family-style and por- 
tioned by the number of people in your 
party (you can also order a la carte at the 
bar). And though it’s easy to think of The 
Progress as the new State Bird, the two 
are really extensions of each other. The 
Progress is State Bird Provisions’ more 
mature sibling, and if it doesn’t deliver 
moments of mad genius as frequently 
as its sister restaurant, it does deliver a 
more consistent dining experience.

That’s not to say that the menu and 
format avoid taking risks. Family-style 
dining is trending at new restaurants 
all over San Francisco, but those meals 
often follow a tasting menu set by the 
chef. At The Progress, the table decides 
on six dishes from a menu of 17 or 18 
choices, a subtle but important differ- 
ence that shifts the power to the diner. 
(It costs $65 per person, and you can 
add on extra courses for $10 per person, 
per dish, although you don’t need to; the 
portions are perfect and six courses is 
enough.) Narrowing the options can be 
stressful, especially as a group — a thing 
that also comes up at State Bird — but 
The Progress’ excellent waitstaff is there 
to make recommendations and steer 
you toward a thoughtful meal. 

And it’s a nice room to spend time in. 
The building started life a century ago 
as a theater called The Progress, a fact 
reflected in its soaring 
ceiling. Though the 
restaurant has a plain 
concrete and wood 
aesthetic, it feels less 
stark than State Bird’s 
pegboard décor, which 
a friend once said 
made her feel like she 
was in a kindergarten 
classroom. The ceiling 
and one wall expose the building’s orig- 
inal wooden lathes to stunning effect. 
The room is anchored by the bar in 
front and open kitchen in back, and two 
semiprivate dining rooms in mezzanines 
above them. 

The food here plays it safer than State 
Bird, but that’s not saying much; this is 
still food from Brioza and Kransinki (he 
handles savory, she handles sweet), who 
both have a gift for combining ingredi- 
ents and techniques in ways that you'd

never imagine. Their best dishes have 
bold bursts of flavor. “Pig fries” are a 
remarkable tangle of warm, crisp, deep- 
fried pig’s ears and pork belly mixed 
with shaved romanesco and tossed in a 
bright mixture of fish sauce, fresh herbs, 
and lime juice. It’s got that mysterious 
synergy of a really great dish, the kind 
that makes you sit up and take notice. 
That magic also came through in the 
roti, fried bread draped on a plate with a 
buttermilk sauce loosely based on ranch 
dressing, with high notes of pepper 

and black truffle, that was so delicious I 
wanted to drink it straight. 

Every meal starts with a round of 
amuse bouches, one-bite items delivered 
on a huge earthenware plate that ease 
you into the mindset of the meal. I loved 
the lightness of the tempura mussel with 
Seville orange sauce, and the cheddary 
roundness of a crumbly sourdough 
cheese cracker. Pork 
jerky had a spiciness 
that unfolded in the 
mouth long after 
swallowing it, and 
echoed some of the 
vivid housemade 
sausages that would 
come later in the 
meal. The beauty of a 
coursed, family-style 
dinner like this is that the table experi- 
ences everything together; it’s a kind of 
journey that unfolds over the course of a 
few hours. 

Though none of the other dishes 
delivered the same punch as pig fries and 
roti, there were many pleasant surprises. 
Roasted squab came to the table with 
its feet intact, claws sticking up into the 
air. Its juicy meat was infused with an 
aromatic spice blend that highlighted the 
bird’s musky flavor, and worked wonder- 
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Aromatic roasted squab and a 
bright pig's ear salad are two 
new dishes at the State Bird 
Provisions sequel. 


fully with the salted chili paste and let- 
tuce wraps that accompanied it. An early 
course of freshly made ricotta, local kiwi, 
almonds, and pickled sunchoke had an 
earthy sweetness. Krasinki’s desserts are 
works of art — like a rich chocolate sor- 
bet, or a refreshing riff on a floating is- 
land made with bergamot citrus. And the 
short, well-curated wine list and cocktails 
like The Concession, made with popcorn 
rum, house cherry cold syrup, and ver- 
mouth, extend the kitchen’s mission. 

Even dishes that missed the mark for 
me still had a lot to recommend them; 
there weren't any duds, just things that 
weren't as good as other things. I didn’t 
love the fat pot stickers filled with Mt. 
Tam cheese and porcini mushrooms — 
something about the texture reminded 
me of an undercooked pancake — but I 
did like the tangy nettle salsa verde that 
accompanied them, and the subtlety of 
the porcini. And though I wanted the 
surprisingly bland pork broth in the 
ramen-esque © Treasure Chest” to have 
more flavor, I loved its cirtrusy Thai fer- 
mented sausage and mochi-like pump- 
kin dumplings in the bowl. 

All of this genre- and cuisine-bending 
can be exhausting in the wrong hands, 
and even when it’s done well, it can 
be hard to find a point of view — an 
issue The Progress shares with many of 
its new Northern California brethren. 
Experimentation doesn’t work out 
sometimes, which is part of the game 
of eating at State Bird, where each item 
is one or two bites and missteps don’t 
matter as much. The Progress was ac- 
tually the restaurant that Brioza and 
Kransinki wanted to open first, but put 
on hold because of permitting and State 
Bird’s runaway success. If it had opened 
instead three years ago, it certainly 
would have been hailed as one of the 
city’s most interesting restaurants. Now, 
to its disadvantage, it has State Bird Pro- 
visions to compete with.

Humphry Slocombe’s Jake 


Godby and {cocoa}’s Jewel Zimmer 
have a new bakery called Press 12, and 
it can be found in the already crowded 
parklet outside Four Barrel on 
Saturdays from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m., until 
the duo procures a permanent space. As 
with Humphry Slocombe’s Secret 
Breakfast and other uniquely 
highbrow-lowbrow flavor mash-ups, 
it’s a little wacky but invariably 
delicious. (Disclosure: Godby is my 
former boss, but I would tell it to his 
face if his pumpkin teacakes sucked.) 
Get there early enough and you'll 
find a broad cross-section of sweets: 
the Duck Fat Chex Mix that occasion- 
ally pops up in the ice cream parlor 
— and which you absolutely must 
nuke to enjoy properly — along with 
whimsically named treats like Matcha 
Doodles (green tea, cinnamon, and 
olive oil), Squirrel Friends (peanut 
butter, oatmeal, chocolate, walnuts, 
and Ruffles potato chips), and Elvis 
Monkey Pie (stout, honey, caramel, 
and cornmeal). As Zimmer is a native 
of British Columbia, Press 12 also 
sells Nanaimo bars, a super-sweet Ca- 
nadian treat made with whipped cus- 
tard, chocolate, walnuts, and caramel. 
As far as the name, well, Godby 
likes his references obscure. (For its 
part, “Humphry Slocombe” combines 
two characters from Are You Being 
Served?, and I worked there for about 
four months before realizing that 
the menu section “Whipped Cream 
and Other Delights” referred to a 
1965 Herb Alpert record.) Press 12 
derives from the (probably) deroga- 
tory nickname “Press 12 Girls” that

New Paleo Cafe 
Doesn't Offer 
Much for the 
Rest of Us

Since Mission: Heirloom Café 
opened its doors a few months ago, 
Yelpers of the Paleo persuasion rave 
about its healthy, clean, non-allergenic, 
non-inflammatory, grain-, gluten-, and 
toxin-free food. Finally, they say, here’s

almost anything on the menu. But the 
question is, does Mission: Heirloom 
Café serve food for the rest of us who 
couldn't care less what our ancestors 
ate, have no particular dietary restric- 
tions, and just want tasty food? 

A non-Paleo friend and I went to 
see what the newest place in North 
Berkeley’s famed Gourmet Ghetto was 
all about. 

Upon first inspection, it’s lovely, 
especially the covered back patio, 
decorated with succulents and heat 
lamps. 

A plate of the house was brought 
to the table, “yuca crunch,” a cracker 
made from yuca, or cassava root, 
to replace bread. It was served with 
whipped coconut oil and truffle salt. 
Our response was neutral. 

Diners choose from an assortment 
of “bowls,” which are predominantly 
a meat-heavy affair. We ordered its 
one vegan option, cauliflower three 
ways: minced, curry, and puree. It 
was garnished with a few kale chips, 
pumpkin seeds, and mulberries. The 
dish was bland and underwhelming. 

We also chose a “taco salad” which 
featured ground beef, this time 
well-seasoned with chilies and spic- 
es, a cabbage slaw, pickled radishes, 
and avocado puree, with a bit of yuca 
crunch to replace the tortilla chips. 

The restaurant prides itself on how 
it cooks meat; there’s a special oven 
that heats it at 100-percent humidity 
so as not to release any toxins, which 
the owners believe can happen with 
more traditional cooking methods. 
Their meat and meatballs use all parts 
of the animal to give it more nutri- 
ents, so the texture is denser than 
ground beef. 

While we thought the flavor was 
good, even splitting the two entrees, 
it was a lot of meat for us; we both 
would have preferred more veggies or 
other traditional items usually found 
in a taco salad that would be verboten 
in the Paleo diet, or are at least not to 
be found here. 

Except for an octopus dish, other 
options were just as meat heavy, like 
chicken three ways: hash, mousse, 
and chicharrone. A lot of thought 
goes into plating, with many entrees 
garnished with edible flowers. 

Food made with such care doesn’t 
come cheap. Entrée bowls run be- 
tween $14 and $16, and by the time 
we added in a turmeric or hibiscus 
tonic (both highly recommended, the 
turmeric tonic, served hot, was the 
best thing I tried) it was around $20 
a person. 

With the Paleo evangelism that’s 
going around, there’s no doubt that 
Mission: Heirloom will find its audi- 
ence; it’s also selling its food on the 
home delivery service Good Eggs. But 
will it become a hit among the rest of 
us? That remains to be seen.

Spirited Away 


The Pied Piper has such an “Old 
World Luxury” feel that it ought to bea 
cigar bar. Wooden walls, carpeted 
floors, chandeliered ceilings, giant oil 
painting, racks of display bottles ... I 
feel like ’'ve walked into Bertie 
Wooster’s club. Any moment I expect a 
pair of young aristocrats named Barmy 
and Tuppy to walk in complaining that 
the Aston Martin broke down near Tot- 
tingham-on-Welfax. 

This is the vibe, seemingly effort- 
lessly achieved, that so many other 
local bars are straining for. But those 
bars are going for “hip” or “exclusive 
luxury,’ while The Pied Piper is just 
going for “luxury.” There’s nothing 
hip about the crowd. It’s well-heeled, 
sure, but more than a little fuddy. 
Older people not trying to look 
young. Young people dressed in loud 
shirts and sweaters. Families 
holding Macy’s bags and 
likely staying at the sur- 
rounding Palace hotel. 

There isn’t even a 
moment's consider- 
ation that all this 
luxury might be too 
good for somebody. 

I think that’s why 

it works. The at- 
tentive casualness 
of the staff, too, 
keeps it from titling 
over into stuffy. Sit 
down and dine in 
your club, whoever 
you are. 

Yet for all its casual 
welcoming, the door ac- 
cessing The Pied Piper directly 
from Market Street is usually locked. 
To reach the bar and its eponymous 
(slightly-)famous painting you have 
to walk over to the entrance to the 
Palace hotel, step inside, and go down 
and around. 

It’s not difficult, but it’s counter- 
intuitive, and it serves to completely 
cut The Pied Piper off from the city 
it’s in. There are no windows; no nat- 
ural light. Aside from that one locked 
and distant door, the Pied Piper is in 
a world of its own. A San Francisco 
institution completely cut off from 
San Francisco. 

And really, who wants to ruin all 
this with a view of Market Street? It’s 
cold out there, and dark. As I walked 
towards The Pied Piper that night, a 
man was standing among the shiver- 
ing tourists singing out “Please help 
me, I’m dying, and it don’t feel nice!” 
in a rhythmic pattern over and over 
again. 

Everybody on the street looked 
away. Now, a dive bar can absorb that 
kind of thing into its character. But 
The Pied Piper can’t compete with 
such reality. Its illusion grows brittle 
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at the touch of outside air. It has to be 
hermetically sealed if it is to survive. 

Enjoy the fantasy. You're paying 
for it. This is the land of $14 cocktails 
and $20 hamburgers. 

Is it worth it? Well the Market 
Gimlet — a cucumber twist on a 
classic — is simply superb. Sadly my 
second cocktail, “The Last Cocktail” 
(Bombay Sapphire, lemon juice, pear 
juice, rosemary syrup, prosecco), 
which the server told me is one of the 
bar’s most popular, was a complete 
misfire. It was fizzy and uncoordinat- 
ed. I sent it back, which I almost nev- 
er do. To its credit, the staff accepted 
it gracefully. Just like Bertie Wooster 
would have done. 

The food is likewise hit or miss. 
Never bad, but much that I feel could 
be better. Many of the bars that have 

such trouble getting this atmo- 
sphere have much stronger 
kitchens. 
Yet for all its weak- 
nesses, The Pied Piper 
gets a gold star for its 
one truly essential 
task: preserving 
the aesthetic. The 
beauty of an envi- 
ronment like this, 
luxurious and isolat- 
ed, is that it allows 
everyone — except 
the servers — to 
forget that we’re all 
singing for our supper 
somehow. 
It’s a wonderful experi- 
ence. Yet I can’t get the singing 
beggar out of my head tonight. 
Someone said “I’m dying” and I ig- 
nored him to go get a drink. I long to 
walk up to other customers and ask, 
“If you were out on the street and 
needed to get attention so you could 
survive, what would your schtick be? 
How would you ask? What would you 
do or say to keep people like you and 
me from averting our eyes?” 

But I don’t say anything. I decide 
not to break the illusion. I’m not sure 
why. It’s unlike me. Perhaps it’s that 
this isn’t a crowd like you find in so 
many other bars, where a question 
this out of left field would be seen 
as part of the night’s entertainment, 
rather than an existential challenge. 
Barmy and Tuppy don’t consider such 
things. Or maybe I’m just tired. I feel 
like ’ve let the singing guy down 
though, although that’s absurd. He 
wasn’t asking for an inquiry into the 
human condition. He was asking for 
help. Just what do I owe him?

Two Gallants Come Undone 


On their fifth full-length, S.F.’s hard-living city boys take to the sea.

For a couple of guys in their 
early 30s, Adam Stephens and Tyson 
Vogel sure seem world-weary. As Two 
Gallants, the singer-guitarist and 
drummer, respectively, almost seem to 
have been born that way. Having known 
each other since age 12, the two friends 
began playing shows at BART stations 
and San Francisco house parties in 
2002, when they were both 21. It 
shouldn't be surprising, then, that a 
good amount of the band’s fanbase 
treats Two Gallants’ music like an old 
friend from high school: You might 
grow apart, but when you do see each 
other? Well, that’s shit’s forever. That 
soft spot, the kind that comes from 
having seen someone with pimples and 
bad haircuts and drunk off cheap vodka 
and Sprite, is there for good. 

That’s a comfortable place for any 
band to live in; it means, really, that 
you don’t have to try too hard. But 
Two Gallants have never seemed 
especially interested in comfort. On 
2012's The Bloom and the Blight, after 
a five-year hiatus, the two debuted 
a sound that was simultaneously 
heavier and more stripped-down than 
anything they'd previously released. 
It was a record that sounded, fitting- 
ly, like a band that was growing up, 
and in so doing was maturing nicely 
beyond the edges of its earlier wheel- 
house (namely, songs about hard liv- 
ing and whiskey drinking). The pain 
and poignancy in Stephens’ voice 
still cut through walls of irony, while 
Vogel’s drums sounded like he could 
start a revolution, if only he could hit 
hard enough. 

Three years later, Two Gallants ha- 
ven’t so much reinvented themselves 
as a band as they have retreated far- 
ther into themselves: quieted down, 
thoughtfully observed some massive 
changes in their native city and in the 
world at large, considered their place in 
it all, and then took to the hills — quite 
literally — to get it all down on tape. 

We Are Undone, out this week on 
ATO Records, is the dusty, perhaps 
more world-weary-than-ever result. 
Recorded at Panoramic House Studios, 
in the scenic, wooded expanse above 
Stinson Beach, the album marks a 
handful of firsts for the band. It’s the 
guys first time working with engineer 
Karl Derfler, best known for crafting 
the sonic atmosphere around Tom 
Waits’ trademark growl. It’s also the 
first time, says Stephens, that the duo 
wound up doing the majority of writ- 
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ing and shaping songs in the studio, as 
opposed to on the road. 

“For our first three records, we were 
just on tour constantly,” Stephens 
explains in a recent phone call, as he 
walks his dog in a San Francisco park 
near his mother’s house. “So as soon 
as we had a new song, we would just 
play it a lot. This time, a lot more of 
the songs were worked out on the spot 
as we were recording, which for us was 
really refreshing.” 

Stephens and Vogel stayed at the 
studio (whose non-recording rooms 
basically make up a vacation house) 
for the entire month of the recording 
process, and the salt of the sea clearly 
crept into their songwriting — as did 
an undeniably Waits-esque dust, ting- 
es of hopelessness and romanticism 
in equal measure. (It’s arguable that 
the duo traded in some of its sharper 
punk-blues ethos for this dust; wheth- 
er you view that trade as a positive or 
negative is, obviously, rather subjec- 
tive.) Regardless: “I was getting up re- 
ally early to work on lyrics, and listen- 
ing to a lot of old British ballads from 
the ‘30s and ‘40s, and something about 
being out in a beautiful place, listening 
to these sort of simple songs that real- 
ly get to a central nerve in a beautiful 
way — there was definitely some of 
that [influencing] me lyrically,” says 
Stephens. “It’s in the hills overlooking 
the beach, and you could definitely 
hear the ocean, feel the ocean.”

Evidently, the distance provided 
some perspective on the perils of city 
life, as well. Consumerism, income 
inequality, and America’s pathological 
drive for wealth at all costs make up 
the cloaked figure, says Stephens, at 
which the band casts a nervous side- 
eye on many of these tracks. 

“These words are so weighted, be- 
cause they seem like you're being so 
negative ... but in some ways I feel like 
the things that are happening right 
now are unprecedented, and it’s very 
frightening to me,” Stephens says 
of the themes he approached in the 
record's title track. “Unfettered capital- 
ism is what I tried to direct some of the 
songs toward — this notion that we’re 
constantly progressing toward some- 
where but we have no objective, no 
destination in mind. The idea that we 
need to keep growing and consuming 
more at all times. There are some se- 
rious repercussions to that that we’re 
seeing, and I have trouble not writing 
about that.” 

These observations are manyfold: 
For a San Francisco native (though 
Stephens now lives in Oakland), there 
are shades of sadness about the music 
scene losing its spark and verve. “I 
feel very grateful that I got to witness 
and be a part of a really vibrant music 
scene here, which had been going on 
for decades — I feel like we caught the 
tail end of it,” he says. “But it is sad 
to me that a lot of the house parties,

the scene we were a part of, is pretty 
much dried up, hopefully only tempo- 
rarily.” And then there are the broader 
issues that keep Stephens up at night: 
“The notion that we don’t know if 

we re gonna have winters anymore? 
That’s a terrifying thought. I’m walk- 
ing around today and it’s beautiful 
out, actually hot, and it depresses the 
hell out of me.” 

Don’t expect the band — which 
kicks off a world tour this week with 
three shows at home, Feb. 5 at Leo’s in 
Oakland, and Feb. 6 and 7 at the Chap- 
el and Great American Music Hall — to 
start bludgeoning listeners over the 
head with its politics, though. Nor are 
the two concerned with the proverbial 
“blowing up,” whatever that means for 
an indie-rock band in 2015. 

“What our music hopefully does is 
give people a sense of relief from their 
lives,” says Stephens. “When you're 
disburdened for a few hours at a show, 
it can have a great effect — I’ve cer- 
tainly experienced it myself at shows 
... so as long as it’s affecting people’s 
lives in a positive way? I'll probably 
keep doing it.”

The Future 
Is Real

You could call Del tha Funkee 
Homosapien an OG if you want, but he 
might not take it as high praise. “It’s sort 
of like they’re killing you,” he says. “It’s 
like, ‘Oh, you an OG ora legend, it’s like 
you re preserved in time. I’m like, I’m still 
making new music.” 

True, the Oakland-born hip-hop 
impresario and anchor member of the 
Hieroglyphics crew released his first 
record at 18, way back in in 1990. But 
at 42, he’s still rapping — his set at 
Hardly Strictly Bluegrass with S.F.’s 
own Dan the Automator, in the guise 
of their futuristic supergroup Deltron 
3030, was considered by many the 
performance of the weekend — and 
he’s still skateboarding; he’s still 
touring the world. 

Before heading to tour in Austra- 
lia, Del will appear at the Internation- 
al Cannabis Business Conference at 
the Hyatt Regency in San Francisco 
Feb. 15-16. Ahead of that appearance, 
he took time to talk with us about 
marijuana, living in the East Bay, 
dealing with police in the Black Lives 
Matter era, and more. 


Evergreen: What’s your 
connection to marijuana? 

Del tha Funkee Homosapien: 
Well, I don’t personally smoke or 
anything like that. ’m not opposed 
to it — it’s a good thing doors are 
opening up, there’s more awareness 
... 1t’s been demonized for so many 
years. There’s a lot of other stuff you 
can fool with that’s legal that will 
tear you up way, way, way more than 
boom would. You feel me? Arresting 
people for weed or trying to chase 
down people for smoking — if you're 
allowing people to drink liquor, why 
are you tripping off of this? 


Can you tell from the crowd if 
you're in a legal marijuana state 
or not? 

You know what? Everywhere I go, 
people are smoking. Colorado may be 
a little bit more mellow, maybe, but 
just because it’s not legal somewhere 
doesn’t mean I’m looking around and 
seeing fools not smoking. 
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Does it surprise you some- 
times to see how much things 
have changed? 

We're living in the future. 


Like with Deltron 3030? 

No, this is different. It’s real. 
3030 ain't real. I remember watching 
the Jetsons when I was a kid. And 
now it’s like, we here now. As far 
as music’s concerned, if you have 
any traditional wooden or metal 
instrument, the kids are like, “What 
is that? That ain’t gonna captivate 
nobody.” It’s just all crazy noises and 
sounds. That just proves we're living 
in the future. 


You and Automator blew a lot 
of people away with that Deltron 
set at Hardly Strictly Bluegrass. 

You gonna do something that’s 
gonna be entertaining for people. 

You can get a DJ and it’s just them 
and a laptop, just them and maybe 
some light. And they’re rocking it. 
It just depends on what you're there 
to do, man. I think a lot of hip-hop 


cats got lazy. Maybe there’s only 

like 50 people there, and they’re not 
really into it, they don’t want to be 
there, feel me? I think in general hip- 
hop as a genre has gotten lazy and 
comfortable. 


Do you focus more on shows 
now that the way artists get 
paid in the music industry has 
changed so much? 

[just get in where I fit in. I just 
adapt. I want people to hear my stuff. 
So right now, I do shows. Or I'll do 
a mix tape or something. My main 
thing now though, I’m working on 
the next big thing ... Deltron is sort 
of holding me over. A lot of what 
I’ve been doing is wrapping my head 
around the changes in the industry. 
I’ve been working on marketing, I’ve 
been concentrating on my brand. 

...[but] the main thing I like about 
music now is all these little electronic 
sounds, new sounds, new ways of 
making music. And it’s fully accepted. 
Before it was some weirdo stuff. You 
couldn’t get away with it and be suc- 





cessful. Now if you don’t have them 
sounds, something’s wrong with you. 
If you have traditional instruments 
on your record, the kids are like, 
“What’s this?” It’s like the blues was 
for us.... but that’s the one thing 
that’s really exciting for me. The kids 
will still allow me to play with them. 
They could be like, “Old man - get out 
of here, dude.” 


What are you listening to 
now? 

D’Angelo, that’s the new joint I’m 
bumping. That’s a good album, man. 


He took his time. 

I think he’s trying to prove a point 
about the level of art that’s involved 
in it. So many times, music’s been 
turned into this mass-produced 
product. It’s predictable and people 
are bored with it. D’Angelo proved 
that people that are serious about it 
are still out here. 


How has living in the Black 
Lives Matter era affected you? 
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Police are just wyling out. Every- 
body needs to chill out. Police be 
tripping off me ... I was skating down 
the street early in the morning one 
day, right by my house. This is in 
Richmond. I see this officer pull up in 
front of me. He’s pulled over, waiting 
for me to cross, and then he stops 
me. “What are you doing with that 
board?” I say, “Nothing, I’m riding 
on it.” Then he says, “Well, you can’t 
ride this skateboard around here. It’s 
illegal to ride a skateboard in Rich- 
mond.” And I’m like baffled. So I pick 
the board up and start to walk away, 
and he says, “Wait a minute, where 
are you going? I didn’t say you could 
move. You got your ID on you?” So | 
pull out my ID, he looks at it, and he’s 
like stunned at how old Iam. I can 
tell he’s confused. 

But dude, he was young and he 
was black. And I was like, okay — you 
gotta be ashamed of yourself to be 
tripping off of me like this. You know 
damn well you're lying to say it’s ille- 
gal to skate in this town. I skate here 
every day. 

The police are just like any other 
part of society — you got good people 
in there, people that do bad jobs, and 
people frustrated with they jobs. That 
don’t seem like the easiest job to do, 
and I can understand that. But then 
again, you do got a responsibility 
to the public when you are a police 
officer. You still gotta uphold that. It’s 
no excuse to be fitting to wyle out. 


What's the next move for you 
musically? 

Me and Ladybug Mecca from 
Digable Planets, we got a group 
together. We’re called The Intellectual 
Project, we’re working on a record, 
trying to wrap it up, see if we can find 
a home for it, get it out to the people. 


You're going to Australia to 
do some shows. Why Australia? 

Australia is cool, first of all. 
Australia is hella tight. They hip, 
you know what I’m saying? They got 
culture down there. 


They're into hip-hop? 
Oh yeah. Anywhere outside of the 
U.S., hip-hop culture be popping. 


What happened to us? 

We kind of got sick of it or 
whatever ... don’t get me wrong, 
people are still into it. I just think 
they appreciate the music a little 
bit more out of the country. It’s still 
more of a cultural thing. Here, it’s 
just the default. It’s devolved into a 
product ... we don’t appreciate it as 
much as we used to.

Chicago, Detroit, Germany. As You Like 
It’s latest showcase is, in many ways, an 
homage to these three regions and their 
respective contributions to electronic 
music, featuring two heavyweights and 
an array of rising talent. 

Headlining the whole affair is Robag 
Wruhme (“Robag” being a reversal of 
his given name, Gabor), a German stal- 
wart with a long career stretching back 
to the mid-’90s. Known early on as 
part of the Wighnomy Brothers (a DJ 
duo, but their productions were Robag 
alone), he developed a melodic, swing- 
ing take on minimal techno, becoming 
a pillar of Kompakt, a well-regarded 
Cologne-based record label. He’s joined 
by Daniel Bell, one of the Detroit 
techno old guard whose tune “Losing 
Control” remains one of techno’s clas- 
sic jams. They’re both formidable and

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Architect of the Stax Sound 


BOOKER T. JONES

For an artist who ended a two-decade stretch between solo albums only six 
years ago, legendary architect of the Stax sound, leader of the MGs, and Tibu- 
ron resident Booker T. Jones has been on a creative tear. The drought-ending 
2009 effort Potato Hole found the Hammond B-3 maestro collaborating on a 
guitar-heavy set of instrumentals with modern southern rockers the Drive-By 
Truckers and regular cohort Neil Young (who the keyboard player has toured 
with several times since the early 1990s). He followed up that Grammy-winning 
recording by tapping The Roots to back him for 2011’s gritty soul collection The 
Road to Memphis with an A-list of guest vocalists, including My Morning Jack- 
et’s Yim Yames, soul belter Sharon Jones, and the late Lou Reed. His 2013 disc 
Sound the Alarm was his first for the revived Stax Records imprint since the 
landmark Melting Pot album with the MGs over 40 years earlier. The production 
duo of brothers Bobby and Issiah Avila added a modern sheen but stayed true to 
the organist’s sound with soulful contributions from young turks Mayer Haw- 
thorne, Gary Clark Jr., and Vintage Trouble. Jones and his current band play 
newer material and early gems like “Green Onions” and “Hip Hug Her” from his 
voluminous catalog at these two Yoshi’s shows. Dave Pehling

One of last year’s better nouveau-emo releases was Pleasant Living, the sopho- 
more effort from Tiny Moving Parts. The Minnesota trio plies a relatively whole- 
some brand of confessional angst, one that manages to be simultaneously 
hysterical and urbane; this split comes across not just lyrically but in its marriage 
of cues from screamo on one hand and traces of math-rock on the other (plus in 
the band’s fluctuating but impressive mustache-to-member ratio). Joining the 
band on tour and giving it a run for its money in terms of boisterous earnestness 
and marginal irreverence — recall, if you will, that this generation’s emo has a 
sense of humor — is Orlando’s You Blew It!, whose 2014 output included an EP 
of Weezer covers called You Blue It, and West Virginia upstart Rozwell Kid, which 
actually channels Weezer most faithfully of the lot.
